Promised Those Replacing W o r k ­ 
ers Doing Military Duty. 


Washington, I). c.f 
May 
7.— 
The rule of men’s pay for women 
who take the places of men called 
on to do military duty, is likely to 
be adopted by business men the 
country over, according to letters 
from chambers of commerce re­ 
ceived at the 
National 
American 
Woman Suffrage headquarters, in 
reply to the recent appeal of Mrs. 
f'arrie Chapman (’att, president of 
the association. 
Mrs. Catt’s letter war addressed 
to chambers of commerce of 500 
cities and asked for the co-opera­ 
tion of the trade bodies in the pro­ 
tection of woman workers against 
the dangers accompanying the new 
and sudden industrial pressure un­ 
der war conditions. 
“Through our state and local or­ 
ganizations all over the country,” 
the letter says, “and our special 
committees appointed for the pur­ 
pose, we shall do our utmost to in­ 
duce the women themselves to hokl 
to the proper standards of health 
and economic well-being for them­ 
selves and their families. 
Of em­ 
ployers we ask that they shall not 
lengthen tho working 
hours 
of 
women, and that women who take 
the places of men, in business of­ 
fices, stores, factories or any other 
occupation, shall be paid at tin4 
same rate as men.”
